Special Treatment Before Stor­ 


ing Because of Moisture. 


Washington, Oct. 6.— So long as 
good weather continues in the fall 
most farmers are 
so 
busy 
with 
threshing, corn and potato harvest, 
fall seeding, hauling, etc., that less 
important work is usually postpqned 
until winter. 
However, tlie exercise 
of a little thought and the expendi­ 
ture of a very few minutes at this 
season will 
often 
save 
not 
only 
hours but days later on when the 
weather and roads get bad and out­ 
door work is impo-ible. 


Then the odd jobs of overhauling 
the farm equipment, repairing, pain­ 
ting, e t c . , which have been put off 
until a slack season, will require a t ­ 


t e n t i o n . 
But ¿ill too often the neces­ 
sary material." will not be on hand, 
and tin* work will be delayed until it 
is impossible to make a trip to town, 
and not infrequently it remains un­ 
done until tin* busy season the fol­ 
lowing veer, 
when 
necessity 
de­ 
mands it. 


A li.-t should be made 
of 
the 
things that will he wanted for this 
work. 
It will only take a few min­ 
utes to jot them down ¿t- they are 
brought to mind, and then on the 
next 
trip t«> 
town 
tliev 
may 
be 
bought and set aside so they will be 
ready when 
wanted. 
The 
condi­ 
tion- oi 
the 
different 
machines 
which will, or "hould be, overhauled 
should 
be 
noted, 
and the 
parts 
which will need to be replaced p u r­ 
chased. 
Then there are 
the 
odd 
jobs of n pairing buildings, fences, 
gates, etc., which will require lum­ 
ber and nails; 
there is no need to 
make ¿in extra trip for them when 
wanted —they may be brought home 
the next time a load is 
taken 
to 
town. Likewise the lumber and hard­ 
ware for tli«' small jobs of construc­ 
tion which should hr* 
done 
before 
spring. 
Also the paints, oils, putty 
and brush« s which will be required 
in painting tin* various farm wag­ 
ons, implements, 
inside 
woodwork 
furniture, etc. 
And. above all, the 
necessary 
materials for 
improve­ 
ment- you have been planning 
for 
the house should be obtained so that 
they can be completed this 
w i n t e r 
and not have to wait another year. 
Everyone k no w - how much more 
satisfactory it is to have the neces­ 
sary equipment ready to perform ¿t 
piece ot work when an opportunity 
presents, than to get started on it 
and then find that it will have to be 
postponed until a trip can be made 
to town, which, even if the roads are 
good and the trip can be made at 
once, means a loss of time and a d ­ 
ded expense. 


It i> astonishing h o w much can be 
accomplished on rainy days or d u r­ 
ing slack time, when the tools and 
materials are at hand, 
and 
there 
should ho no difficulty in overhaul­ 
ing practically every implement on 
the farm «luring the winter season, 
and have them ready for next sea­ 
son’s work. 
The 
value 
of 
these 
‘‘stitches in time 
is frequently out 
of 
all 
proportion 
to 
the

amount <d time they re<jiiirc. 
Aside 
from the satisfaction of having each 
implement in first-class shape when 
if i- need«‘d, there is the actual sav­ 
ing accomplished by avoiding having 
horses and hired help standing idle 
while repairs are being made, which, 
in turn, frequently mean- a loss of 
part of a crop. 


It j- useless to go into detail con­ 


cerning the many jobs which can he

months; 
there are plenty of them 
which will occur to the farmer who 
will spend a few minutes in consid­ 
er ng the matter.

INDIANA DEMOCRACY. 


Early Indiana Democracy was 


rock bed founded upon Jeffefsonian 
and Jaeksonian principles. 
It held 


that the Federal 
government was 


strictly limited in its powers and 
that internal improvements by Na- 
tional aid were unconstitutional. It 
gradually assumed a conservative 
position on the tariff question; em- 
prasized the power of the states, and 
the rights of the individual. 
Af- 


ter 
the slavery issue dominated 


it, the Democracy espoused territor- 
ial expansion. 
Indiana was under 


Democratic rule 
continuously 
for 


nearly a fifth of a century—1843- 
1861—preceding the Civil War.

•;;As a~reas6n;f6r the a 
ation of Haiti and for th'e, proposed 
protectorate over that republic, Sec- 
retary of State Lansing said: 


"These are not properly revolu- 


tions: they are unorganized enter- 
prises which involve no question of 
principle; they are ruining the coun- 
try. While they are in progress peo- 
ple are starving hi the streets 
of 


Port-au-Prince because they cannot 
secure the supplies 
of food which 


abound in the country. Things have 
been going from bad to worse and 
something must be done. The Unit- 
ed States Government has no pur- 
pose of aggression^ and is entirely 
disinterested in promoting this pro- 
tectorate. We have not even asked 
for Mole St.- Nicholas." 


In warning 
the rival chiefs of 


Mexico last June that they must get 
together or the United States would 
do 
something. 
President Wilson 


said that the "leaders .of the revo- 
lution with whose purpose (in the 
first place he^sympathized, in the 
very hour of their success have dis- 
agreed 
and turned 
their 
arms 


against one another"; that "there is 
no proper piotection either for their 
own residents or the citizens of any 
other nation resident or at work in 
her territory;" that 
"Mexico is 


starving and without a government," 
and that "the people and Govern- 
ment of the United States 
want 


nothing for themselves in Mexico." 


There is a close similarity • be- 


tween these descriptions of condi- 
tions in the two countries; but how 
different 
is the treatment we have 


given. We alone occupy Haiti, stog

a protectorate. "We call representa- 
ives of six other nation's into con- 
ference on the case of Mexico, send 
;he war chiefs an invitation to meet 
in conference and wait till all reply.

WINTER IS TIME FOR THIS 


Large Part of Wheat*Crop Given 


Special Treatment Before Stor- 


ing Because of Moisture. 


Washington, Oct. 6.—So long as 


good weather continues in the fall 
most farmers are 
so 
busy • with 


threshing, corn and potato harvest, 
fall.seeding,'hauling, etc., that less 
important .'work is ustially ppstpqned 
until winter. :However, the exercise 
of a little thought and the expendi- 
ture of a very few minutes at this 
season will often ^save not only 
hours but days later on when the 
weather and roads get bad and out- 
door work is impossible. 


Then the odd jobs of overhauling 


the farm equipment, repairing, pain- 
ting, etc., which have been put off 
until a slack season, will require at- 
tention. But all too often the neces- 
sary materials will not be on hand, 
and ,the work will be delayed until it 
is impossible to make a trip to town, 
and not infrequently it remains un- 
done until the busy season the fol- 
lowing year, when necessity de- 
mands it. 


A list should be made - of 
the 


things that will be wanted for this 
work. It will only take a few min- 
utes to jot them down as they are 
brought to mind, and then on. the 
next trip to town they may be 
bought and set aside so they will be 
ready when 
wanted. The 
condi- 


tions of 
the 
different 
machines 


which will, or should be, overhauled 
should be noted, and the 
parts 


which will need to be replaced pur- 
chased. 
Then there are 
the* odd 


jobs of repairing..buildrngSj-;feiicesli 
*ates, etc., which will require luiu-1 
jer and nails; there is no need toj 
make an extra trip for them when 
wanted—they may be brought home 
the next time a load is taken 
to 


town. Likewise the lumber and hard- 
ware for the small jobs of construc- 
tion which should be done before 
spring. Also the paints, oils, putty 
and brushes which will be required 
in painting the various farm wag- 
ons, implements, inside woodwork, 
furniture, etc. And, above all, the 
necessary 
materials for improve- 


ments you have been planning 
for 


the house should be obtained so that 
they can be completed this winter 
and not have to wait another year. 


Everyone knows how much more 


satisfactory it is to have the neces- 
sary equipment ready .to perform a 
piece of work when an opportunity 
presents, than to get started on it 
and then find: that it will have to be 
postponed until a trip can be made 
;o town, which, even if the roads are 
good'and the trip can be made at 
once, means a loss of time and ad- 
ded expense. 


It is astonishing how much can be 


accomplished on rainy days or dur- 
ing slack time, when the tools and 
materials are at hand, and there 
should be no difficulty in overhaul- 
ing practically every implement on 
the farm during the winter season, 
and have them ready for next sea- 
ion's work. The value of these 
"stitches in time" is frequently out 
of all proportion to- the small 
amount of tune they require. Aside 
from the satisfaction of having each 
implement in first-class shape when 
jt is needed, there is the actual sav- 
ing accomplished by avoiding having 
horses and hired help standing idle 
while repairs are being made, which, 
in turn, frequently means a loss'of 
part of a crop. 


It is useless to go into detail con- 


cerning the many jobs which can be 
accomplished 'with profit the winter

Has so high" a moisture content that 
special treatment before storing it is 
necessary to ^insure' its keepingy.in 
good condition.' Tests conducted-T>y 
the TT. S. Department of Agriculture, 
however, have demonstrated that it 
is not always necessary to put such 
wheat through a commercial drier, 
and that by mixing high moisture, 
and low moisture wheat .together the 
damp wheat can be put into good 
condition for storage. In these tests, 
a carload of white wheat from the 
Pacific Coast, containing 9.7 per 
cent, moisture, was mixed with a. 
carload of eastern red winter wheat 
testing 15.1 per cent in moisture. 
This difference of 5.4 per cent, in the 
moisture content was reduced ten 
days after the mining to only 0.5 
per cent. In the course of the trans- 
fer of the moisture from the red to 
the white 
wheat

change in'temperature was detected. 


The information obtained from 


these tests will greatly facilitate) .it 
is said, the handling of wet .wheat 
this year. Millers can do away with 
part of the extra work of drying wet 
wheat by simply mixing it with the 
dry wheat they may have on hand, 
and if no" dry wheat is available, 
they may dry out one carload and 
then mix it with another carload of 
high moisture, content, instead of be- 
ing compelled to dry ou't both car- 
loads. 
If mills or. elevators are 


equipped to mix and dry at the stime 
tune, this- method will greatly in- 
crease their capacity, for \ taking 
care of large quantities of damp 
wheat. 


More that 240 new game laws were 


enacted during 1915—'a-larger num- 
ber than in any pervious yeir except 
1911, according to < Farmers' Bulle- 
tin 692, "Game Laws -for -1915." 
Forty-three States held regular'leg- 
islative sessions, and in all of these 
States except Arizona, Georgiaj and 
Nebraska some changes were made 
in the statues protecting game. The 
largest number of new game laws 
passed in any one State was 61,-ini 
North Carolina; .out in California,- 
Connecticut, Maine, New Jersey,. 
Oregon, Pennsylvania,: and Wiscon- 
sin the number reaehe'd 10 or more* 
Several measures were vetoed; ifl- 
eluding a general game bill in Idaho;- 
the first bill appropriating the -hunt- 
ing-license fund in Pennsylvania, a: 


bill protecting bears in California, 
and three sections of the game bill 
in Washington. A number of bills 
were introduced for the purpose-of 
harmonizing the State laws- or mi- 
gratory birds with the Federal regu- 
lations. In at least nine States 
changes were made- which brought 
the seasons into substantial agree- 
ment, viz, California, Connecticut, 
Maine, Michigan, New Hampshire, 
Tennessee, and West Virginia. Uni- 
formity was also secured by provis- 
ions in the laws of Connecticut, 
Maine," New Mexico, North Dakota, 
Washington, and Wisconsin, prohib-
